It has been ar- 
ranged that all sugar must be bought 
within a certain radius of the sugar 
factories; this, to be done to relieve 
the freight congestion; and-the re- 
mainder, which will be sold under gov- 
ernment supervision, will be assigned 
to places where there are no factories.
